—That “ in 1971 a deputy stationed at Lompoc was accused of “ about 
21 violations including the operation of a sheriff's vehicle while under 
the influence of alcohol, the accusations made by other sheriff's 
personnel

and that said deputy (not named i admitted to “ about 20 
of the alleged violations, and denied one " 
Honey said he feels no disciplinary action was taken, as the deputy 
was known to have campaigned for Carpenter.

the huge plant 


Ix>cal 2869 vice president Andrew Teatman said a strike 
vote conducted at the plant’s gates and local union hall 
showed 2.446 members in favor of the walkout and 2 179 
opposed. 


However. Marty FitzSimmons. president of local 3677 
representing some 400 clerical workers, said her group op­ 
posed the stoppage and if its votes were added to that of the 
other local, the strike proposal would have been defeated bv 
some 20 votes She said the vote results of the two locals 
always were combined in the past but were not this time, 
apparently at the order of the union’s international officers. 
“ It s a political thing. 
Miss FitzSimmons said 


At issue is the continuation of a program called the “ Long 
Range Sharing Flan.’ which was hammered out between 
the company and the union in 1963 Under a complicated 
formula, it provided for employes to share in any 
production cost savings the plant experienced, and was 
seen by both sides as a means to end most strikes.

James T. Lindsey, counsel for Honey, prepared the 
answer to Carpenter's amended notice of dismissal 
The commission is slated to conduct an appeals hearing 
— which might take up to two weeks or more — starting 
Feb 15 
The sheriff 's supplementary charge against Honey stated 
that Lt. Harrison was told by Honey that the “ throwaway” 


guns could come m handy if an Isla Vista rioter were killed 
The new charge also alleged Honey told Lt Harrison to 
instruct his men to bum down any Isla Vista buildings 
where rioters might have succumbed “ because that is what 
they did in W atts" 
Honey renewed his charges that his dismissal last 
November by Carpenter was the result of political harass­ 
ment. because Honey supported ex-FBI agent Thomas 
Thornton in his campaign for Sheriff against Carpenter 
Honey ’s reply asserts at one point that Carpenter prior to 
becoming Santa Barbara sheriff, “ pulled a gun“ on 
Hermosa Beach police chief “ and had to be restrained from 
shooting the officer"

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New concepts in abstract art 
Your birthday by Stella 


N E W Y O R K - (NEA) - 
Long before abstract art was 
considered “ respectable” pe­ 
tite Parisienne Denise Rene 
was a devotee of the new art 
form. As a young art intel­ 
lectual, she was fascinated 
with the clear, positive lines 
of the non-objective art and 
her instinct as to the domi­ 
nance it would eventually 
command played a vital role 
in the emergence of today’s 
dynamic a r t expressions — 
including geometric abstrac­ 
tions, kinetic and optical art. 


Today she is the sole own­ 
er of the largest woman- 
operated art gallery empire 
in the world—a gallery that 
has pursued a single, rigor­ 
ous interest in geometric, 
kinetic and optical art. She 
has two galleries in Paris, 
one 
in 
Düsseldorf. 
West 
Germany, and has just re­ 
cently opened her fourth in 
New York City. 


This five-foot dynamo has 
complete confidence in her 
own artistic foresight. Since 
she opened her first gallery 
in 1945 directly after the lib­ 
eration of France, she has 
selected all of her artists 
based solely on her own in­ 
stinct for their ability and 
potential for development. 
The group of “ greats” in ab­ 
stract art which she has 
chosen to represent attest to 
the quality of her judgment. 


Beginning her career with 
Vasarely, now probably the 
most renowned c r e a t o r of 
kinetic and optical art, she 
was an early exhibitor of 
such other leading exponents 
of the new movement as 
Kandinsky, Arp, Josef Albers 
and Mondrian, whose first 
Paris gallery exhibition was 
held at the Galerie Denise 
Rene. 


This single-course interest 
in “ constructive art,” fol­ 
lowed for more than two 
decades, has paid off hand­ 
somely making Denise Rene 
one of the most successful 
art entrepreneurs. An im­ 
portant exhibit which she 
put together in 1955, “ Le 
Mouvement,” made art his­ 
tory with a group of artists 
working in kinetic concepts. 


Pioneer exhibitors of this 
enduring m o n u m e n t in- 
e lu d e d Alexander Calder, 
Marcel Ducham p. Agam, 
Soto, Tinguely and Vasarely. 
In 1965 she was invited by 
the Museum of Modern Art 
to help with its Op Art Show, 
“ The Responsive Eye.” 


“ I have enlarged the scope 
of my galleries,” she said, 
“ to embrace the new concept 
of prototypal art,’ — graph­ 
ics 
and 
three-dimensional 
works called ‘multiples.’ 


“ Each piece is produced in 
limited editions — all super­ 
vised and signed by the 
artist. 


“ In 
this 
way 
a 
given 
original’ can be recreated 
for the enjoyment of more 
people at a much lower

The advent of multiples 
such as these — along with 
original graphics or limited 
silk screen s e r i g r a p h s of 
original paintings—has been 
as good for the artist as for 
the art collector, says Denise 
Rene. 


“ People who must budget 
their art expenditures care­ 
fully can indulge their taste 
for the best works by the 
most renowned artists with­ 
out spending a small fortune 
on each acquisition. 


Her advice on how to buy 
graphics and multiples is ex­ 
actly the same as she would 
give to someone starting out 
to buy expensive originals. 


“ One should go to a reli­ 
able gallery, ask questions, 
follow one’s own taste and 
buy what one can realistical­ 
ly afford. 


“ Taste in art,” she said 
“ is developed by exercising 
the eye. From an early age 
children should be taken to 
galleries and museums so 
that 
their tastes 
develop 
naturally, as a matter of ex­ 
posure and experience. Then 
as a person matures his 
tastes mature with him and 
as an adult he is able to find 
lasting pleasure in good art. 
He responds to lines, shapes, 
colors, moods and attitudes 
with the same sense of joy 
and satisfaction which music 
lovers find in a superbly 
played symphony.”

OCEAN FISHING 
Very little local action last week due to bad weather, so 
no small boats out. There are now two boats running out ot 
Avila, the A B.C. and the Pico Both boats are good stable 
craft, manned by experienced skippers who will see that 
the customers get fish 
The salmon season will open Feb 12. and both boats will 
no doubt get set up for trolling for salmon, chinooks and 
silvers. Reports are that already the fish have been seen 
around the Red Light and other favorite salmon spots, so 
next week we may have a firm report from one of the 
skippers who will have patrolled the area 
Further south, boats out of Ventura are getting lots of 
rock fish Also reports of large salmon being seen, with a 
few taken and released 
Steelhead fishing in the surf has been on the slow side, 
mainly due to heavy waves A few were taken last week 
with an easing up of weather conditions. 
In spite of heavy seas, clamming is excellent The wet 
suit boys are getting limits on most any part of the beach 
but it takes work to get them closer in to shore 
FRESHWATER FISHING 
Largemouth bass and cattish are carrying the load at 
Lake Nacimiento according to Art Price, marine manager 
Very’ few crappie or white bass are being caught, but this is 
normal for this time of year Not many anglers out Those 
who were had fair success on diving lures in deep water 
Catfishmg good in coves or around the mouth of small coves 
m fairly shallow water Water is rising and is up about 23 
feet from the low point Water tem peratures in the 40’s, 
clear and very fishable 
Margarita Lake producing some nice bass, with very 
light angling pressure, weather on the chilly side 
Lopez Lake fair on trout 
Wind and cold kept most 
anglers home Bass fishing on the quiet side, with best 
action in brushy areas on lead head jigs, and plastic worms. 
Lake was again planted with catcfieable trout, and should 
be a good performer later in the season The amount ot fish 
planted far exceeded the average weekly fishing pressure 
Laguna Lake has also been stocked again and is providing 
good trout fishing despite heavy winds 
A few small 
steelhead are being caught in San Luis Creek, but things are 
just not the same with the dam and its fish ladders 
With the heavy seas, some of the sand bars are being 
washed out in the north part of the county A few steelhead 
are being caught in the lagoons to tide w ater It is illegal to 
fish above tide water in most lagoons They are usually 
posted by the D F G. 
Santa Barbara County's Nacimiento Lake is still the hot 
spot for trout, with a yearly live fish limit This water has 
been getting a planting every week lately, the DFG 
alternating with private resources who are buy ing fish for 
the lake 
HUNTING 
Last weekend saw the final closure ol most game 
hunting More hunters used the public hunting areas this 
last season than at any time in the past, and the number ot 
birds killed was the second highest on record 
11,262 
hunters utilized the 15 state and federal areas on which the 
DFG managed shooting They took 236,241 ducks. 19.561 
geese, and 6.336 coots a total ot 262.138 birds, or 2 4 birds 
per hunter 
The State Fish and Game Commission sets the waterfowl 
seasons within federal guidelines Regulations are gased on 
breeding grounds surveys that determine total populations 
and the numbers that may be taken without hurting the 
resource 
A new sporting 
bird to thi> state, the American 
woodcock, has been introduced by the DFG with 67 birds 
imported from Louisiana being released in the Cosumes 
River bottom country near Elk Grove The birds were 
shipped by air and released within 18 hours of being 
trapped More releases are expected to 
be made in the 
Sacramento Valley and some in the north part ol the state 
Ray Arnett. Director of the DFG said that studies 
indicate that the habitat of the release sites is similiar to 
that in the woodcock's historic winter range, ol which the 
primary features are alders, and willows associated with 
grasses and sedges America's shorebird is also an upland 
game bird The woodcock is a prodigious eater, leeding 
mostly at night on a diet consisting largely of earthworms, 
and will often devour more than its own weight in a single 
24 hour period It is a comparatively small bird, weighing 
less than halt a pound

war and a harmless way to 
let out our natural aggres­ 
sive instincts.

Patriots’ front office. 
Sauer says he had quit 
football some five times be­ 
fore he finally was finished 
for good Football had been 
a hindrance to other things 
he wanted to do 
He says he never needed 
"the adolescent a p p r o v a l " 
from football fans, the kind 
of approval that it seems 
many football players thrive 
on. Why then did he play so 
long’’ Sauer is from Texas, 
football c o u n t r y , and his 
family was a "football fam­ 
ily.” and well, we all need 
some kind of approval from 
somewhere, don't we? 


"But 
1 guess I seemed 
kind of eccentric even when 
I was a kid,” he said. “I re­ 


member going out into the 
prairie and sitting and just 
s t a r i n g and thinking for 
hours " 
Sauer admits to making 
some difficult adjustments 
since his retirement "Foot­ 
ball was a kind of security 
for me,” he said. "1 was 
good at it, it was easy for 
me, and it was a habit. And 
ail your life you're a kind of 
special person, t h o u g h 1 
didn't like being special in 
that way. But I’ve had to re­ 
construct my life. And. sure, 
there are still moments of 
anxiety. R u n n i n g helps, 
though For about the first 
three miles. I'm thinking a 
lot, but as the rhythm be­ 
comes more i n t e n s e , my 
mind b e c o m e s more and 
more still. I am at peace."

Water rates 


A proposed 20 per cent increase in city 
water rates has prompted a storm of 
criticism. The relatively new city water 
commission leads a number of citizen 
complaints over the 3-2 action of the City 
Council. 
The Council opted for the 20 per cent 
increase upon the recommendation of City 
Administrator Gene Wahlers. Recommen­ 
dation by the city water commission, 
appointed by the Council, was not ignored 
but little discussed. 
This has certainly been the fiscal year of

increases. 
The 
proposed 
water rate increase joins approved hikes 
in utility rates and waste disposal. 
Water rates in the city have not been 
increased in more than 10 years. However,

City of Light dim to tourists 


PARIS 
(NEA) — Is the 
long love affair of Americans 
with Paris over9 


At the very least, it would 
a p p e a i that a lot of the 
magic has gone out of it 


Paris, according to those 
who know tourists best—the 
travel agents-is still No. 1 
on the list for visitors to 
France. But a survey of the 
tourist business by a trade 
magazine. Paris-Projet. re­ 
vealed that Americans are 
spending less and less time 
here, giving the city’s major 
attractions a quick look and 
then heading for other and 
usualh less expensive parts. 
The long-term implications 
of the trend have prompted 
worried city fathers to estab­ 
lish an official Tourists Of­ 
fice to rehabilitate the repu­ 
tation of the City of Light 
The American disaffection 
with Paris is shared to some 
extent with tourists f r o m 
o t h e r countries, Paris-Pro- 
jet noted, and for four pri­ 
mary reasons: 
• Fierce competition for 
tourists from other European 
countries, helped by easier 
international e x c h a n g e s , 
newer and more extensive

travel facilitie* plus lower 
prices, particularly in less- 
developed countries. 
• The ever-greater mobil­ 
ity of travelers and the pref­ 
erence for one-night stops at 
a greater number of points. 
In many traditional tourist 
centers, visitors remain only 
a day or even a few hours 
rather than several days as 
was once customary. 
• Paradoxically, the total 
number of tourists has been 
steadily increasing but more 
and more, proportionately, 
are lower-budget travelers 
for whom a lengthy stay in 
capitals such as Paris is just 
too expensive 
• Then there is the chron­ 
ic problem of inadequate ac­ 
commodations 
T h e r e are 
some 3,200 hotels in Paris, 
but many are old and lack­ 
ing in comfort Fully 50 per 
cent date from before 1900 
and only 1 per cent have 
been constructed since 1945. 
Running water is available 
in 76 per cent, but only 41 
per cent offer both hot and 
cold; bathrooms average out 
to one per every five rooms. 
In addition to too few ade­ 
quate rooms—in June, 1971. 
the hotel industry estimated 
it was short 120,000 to meet 


the demand—the hotels are 
hurt by high prices, ques­ 
tionable standards of clean­ 
liness and lack of courtesy 
on the part of some person­ 
nel. 
Two mammoth — for the 
French — hotels are in the 
course of construction west 
and south of the city, but 
these will not be completed 
before 1973. One, the Con­ 
corde, going up three short 
blocks from the Etoile and 
Arc de Triomphe, will have 
over 1,000 rooms plus a con­ 
gress hall seating 4,000. 
But t h e r e is obviously 
much more room for im­ 
provement and many more 
I roblems to be s o l v e d d 
Paris is to regain its old 
tourist preeminence, or even 
retain its present diminished 
attraction.

NEW YORK — (NEA) — It 
has begun as another sedul­ 
ous year for Mrs. Evelyn 
Grubb She’s the wife of an 
Air Force officer shot down 
and missing in North Viet­ 
nam. She’s also the national 
coordinator for the National 
League of Families of Pris­ 
oners of War and Missing in 
Action. As such, she travels 
the nation to speak in behalf 
of the wives and children 
and other relatives of 1.600 
POWs-MIAs. 
She tells of her own hus­ 
band. Maj. Wilmer Grubb, 
missing now since 1966 She 
tells of her four children and 
her hopes for their futures 
(“ no wars") She tells of all 
the misery and suffering and 
confusion and terrible human 
waste 
Audiences listen intently. 
Reporters take notes 
“ How do you feel, Mrs. 
Grubb, being away from your 
husband so long?” 
The woman does a good 
job of it. She is poised, mod­ 
est. courageous And yet as 
she wanders about for her 
c a u s e —Virginia one week. 
N ew Y o r k the next—she 
seems uneasy. Her answers 
to questions are mechanical 
Her sad statistics seem to 
come out by way of cue 
Clearly, she doesn’t seem to 


be absolutely convinced that 
all that she is doing is doing 
any good at all 
Mrs. Grubb’s activism is 
hesitant Dedicated, but hesi­ 
tant And small wonder. She 
has been part of the POW- 
MIA m o v e m e n t for five 
years. She has besieged the 
Congress. She has written to 
world leaders. She has even 
petitioned the United Nations 
in an attempt to guarantee 
decent treatment of war cap­ 
tives. 
Yet for all of it, the POW- 
MIA q u e s t i o n is no less 
severe today than when she 
started 
Even such periodic head­ 
line e v e n t s as President 
Nixon’s disclosure of the U.S. 
withdrawal-prisoner release 
package offer end up for the 
wives as another dip on what 
Mrs. Sybil Stockdale, another 
league activist, describes as 
their “ roller c o a s t e r of 
hope." 
Oh, there has been some 
small progress for the acti­ 
vist relatives. Some recogni­ 
tion that they have terrible 
problems; some concessions, 
even, from H a n o i (North 
Vietnam released a "final 
and complete" POW list of 
339 men in 1970». But as for 
guaranteeing humane treat­ 
ment for their men. as for 
insisting the enemy follow 
the Geneva Convention on 
war prisoners (regular pris­ 
oner lists, regular mail, regu­ 
lar Red Cross inspection of 
c a m p s ) —as for this, the 
wives and parents and chil­ 
dren and sisters and brothers 
have failed absolutely. 
So it is that Evelvn Grubb 
and many of the other 2.700 
members of her league are, 
after all these years, still 
what they were originally— 
desperately uncertain. 


"I’m frustrated more than 
I can say,” Mrs. Grubb ad­ 
mits. “ I’ve done everything 
I know how. But I’m still 
without 
my 
husband. 
I’m 
still in limbo.” 
As it happens, Mrs. Grubb 
is in a special limbo. When 
her husband was shot down. 
Hanoi released propaganda 
pictures of the pilot, seem­ 
ingly in good health. How­ 
ever, says the wife, “ Hit 
name was not i n c l u d e d 
among the 339 Hanoi re­ 
leased in 1970. So I don’t 
know. If I believe the Hanoi 
list, my husband must have 
died after he was captured. 
S o m e of the propaganda 
photos showed him with bay­ 
onets pointed at him. Well, 
maybe they put one of the 
bayonets down his throat." 
But if Mrs. Grubb’s case 
is ugly, it is not unique. Most 
of the POW-MIA relatives 
have some special frustra­ 
tion. Kathy Plowman was 
married two weeks before 
her husband went to war, 
and was five months preg­ 
nant when he was shot down. 
Shirley Odell writes letters 
to President Nixon advising 
him that while he watches 
sports on television, her hus­ 
band watches a bare light- 


bulb in some dirty dungeon. 
One wife on the West Coast 
put a POW-MIA collection 
can on the bar of a military 
officer’s club and collected 
a grand total of $1.50 in two 
weeks. 


"The public acts as if this 
is terrible," says one activist 
wife, "and maybe it is. But 
remember, some of the girls 
have had husbands missing 
for five and six years. Some 
had shaky marriages to start 
with. O t h e r s have given 
them up for dead. Most wom­ 
en are very loyal, of course. 
But some just can’t take it 
any more.” 
Indeed, some of the women 
can’t “ take it" any more. 
The crank calls in the middle 


of the night. The political 
bickering in many nations 
over the lives of their hus­ 
bands and sons. “I'm so sick 
of it.” says one California 
wife. “ I read in a magazine 
the other day where you can 
buy a bracelet now with the 
name of a POW-MIA on it. 
If you send 50 cents extra 
vou can get the deluxe brace 
let, made of copper, which 
will cure rheumatism. My 
God! I don’t even want to 
talk about it.” 


And if the families don’t 
have peculiar frustrations, 
they have obvious ones. Sex 
and marriage, for instance, 
for the wives. Some wives 
have begun to date. Some 
few are living w i t h other 
men. A couple have even 
gotten divorces.
